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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that enomoto does not teach 
a queue that sends in a first and second direction, or that enomoto in view of blackard does not teach a client transmitting an indication for 
a change of transmission rate. Regarding the idea that enomoto does not teach a queue sending in 2 different direction, the examiner has 
interprated the claim to read that there is a queue corresponding to each egress direction, not one queue for both. Regarding the idea that 
the combination of enomoto and blackard does not teach a client sending a indication for a transmission change, Blackard provides a 
teaching that allows the client to indicate the pace of transmission, one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to incorportate this teaching 
in Enomoto to allow the client to protect a receiving buffer from overloading.. 
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
